which saw the high-mark 
of British shipbuilding

HE Queen — Blizabeth 
followed, only to begin 
er career ‘a8 4 trvoper, 
und in the postwar yours 
os. first the flying bout,

1 have never heard dt put as 
such, but Sartre's hatred’ of 
power seems to be a revulston 
against the Nictzehe thesis — of 
“Beyond Good and Evil.” But It 
power fs to be removed from the 
earth, whenee comes that power 
which is to remove power? 

Sartre does not speak of the 
misuse of power, by the way, 
bul pf power per se power. Mix- 
ed up with that Is the tribunal 
of history. Sartre is saying that 
fo omun and his age’ are never 
judged by the standards of his 
own time, but by the standards 
of the future historlan. 


Symbolic 


In presenting bla plays, it 
seems to me he projects his mind 
ahead, and reveals his characters 
at he thinks history will view 
them. Aguln, he ts up against 
enormous difficulties. But it is a 
brave and bold attempt. 

His plays, while they have 
certaln conventional aspects, are 
not, in his case, “the play's the 
thing.” 

Although a. certain ambunt of 
plot ts there, and a story of 
sorts, the play itself is symbolic, 
so that it is possible to see It 
just as a play, many,.do, without 
taking into regard the symbolic 
meaning behind It. 


So in “Altona, which has a 
former Nazi officer wall himself 
up, It ia revealed that he has 
committed during the, war seme 
nameless horror. Afterwards, he 
has walled himself up, literally, 
In hig father’s house, ‘The plot 
works out from there. 

But the whole ts symbolic. 
These situations are happening 
all the time. The fact that Sar- 
tre chooses the Nazi regime ts 
merely because Genet had chosen 
Algerian whtch Sartre Intended 
to use. 


The difficulty, an I see. it, 
in in Sartre selecting pri- 
vate aymbola, For IT hold 
that {f a symbol is so alien 
that it cannot be inter. 
preted by an audience, then 
it becomes meaningless. 


Weakness 


Sartre choses the crab as the 
emblem of horror, not only in 
thls play but in pnother of his 
works I cannot for the moment 
recoil. The point is, to the un- 
initiated, the crab might be the 
emblem of succulent delight, or 
merely o curiosity. 

I find the same weakness in 
{he works of Kafka in apite of 
the fact that his writing Is 
owerful, A mysterious symbol 
js merely an esoteric gesture, 
full of meaning for the Initiated, 
but meaningless to the outsider. 

1 wondered as I saw the ac- 
tors give a powerful performe 
ance, if they had been tnitlated 
into this business. There is no 
reason why they should have 
been. The play can go on with- 
out an explanation. Just as in 
certain societies, symbols are 
merely symbols, and remain 
such, without any attempt to 
relate them to morality. 

Back to the Mermald for 
“ls Pity She's a Whore.” This 
lusty droma of John Ford's 
written for the “Quecn’a “Men,” 
and performed at the Phoenix in 
Drury Lane tn 1030, had existed 
for me only in a book.
